‘West Germany's cover for a generation of 
diplomacy that might otherwise have arous- 
ed suspicion: rearmament, membership in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
finally a set of accords with the Soviet 
Union.

Oil and Water 


Tn less than a month, the United States— 
to 105 sorrow—has had a cram course in 
the dangers of transporting oil by tanker. 
Three ships bound for American ports have 
sunk. Four others have run aground but 


worked their way free. Explosions have oc- 
curred on two. Two more have spilled oll 
while in port. Still another was denied entry 
to the Panama Canal because it was leak- 
ing. The toll is more than 45 men dead and 
some 17 million gailons of oll In the water, 
That is an appalling record and one which 
should lend an element of urgency to the 
hearings on Maritime Safety and Pollution 
now under way in Congress. 

Although the investigation into these 12 
accidents is not yet complete, it seems clear 
that at least some of them could have been 
avolded. It 15 no doubt true, as the shipping 
industry points out. that there will be ac- 
cidents as long as there are ships. Human 
peings do make mistakes. no matter how 
well trained they are to avoid them. And 
the violence Of the sea can be too much 
for even the best ships and crews. But 
there are far too many ship: on the ocean 
now that have not been held to strict 
standards of design. construction. operation 
and maintenance. They are. in their way, 
simply accidents waiting to happen. Only by 
‘enforcing the relevant standards can the 
federal government reduce the dangers to 
the environment belng borne by the feet 
of 5.000 tankers now moving oil around the 


world.

The first thing that needs to be done is 
for the’ American government to impose, 
unilaterally. stringent standards on 311 ships 
that use American ports. For several years, 


the government has attempted—with only 
partial success—to get international agree- 
ment on high standards of both safety and 
pollution control, But sound international 
agreements are hard to reach, especially 
when some of the standards that ought to 
be set are costly to shipowners who dominate 
the views of the governments that must 
agree to them. While Secretary of Trans- 
portation Coleman is quite right in arguing 
that the most desirable way of handling 
these dangers is through international 
agreements, the record shows the ineffec- 
tiveness of that method. It is now time that 
we asserted our right to act alone where 
our interests are at stake.

The government could begin. for instances. 
by making mandatory on ships using our 
ports the set of anti-pollution standards 
that the American delegation presented tn 
1973 to the London conference on preven- 
tion of pollution from ships.

NEw YORK—Is it the respon- 
sibility of American business 
firms, acting individually, to 
refuse to trade with the Soviet 
Unton? The question has been 
argued over the generations since 
Eisenhower began, fitfully and 
cautiously, to relax the com- 
prehensive embargo placed on 
trade tn the Jate 1940s, It is a 
vexed question, brought home by 
the dispatch last week describing 
the dinner between American 
business executives and Soviet 
trade officials at the huge Kama 
River Truck Plant at which 
Americans sought to outdo them- 
selves in toasting their Soviet, 
hosts, with one American specif- 
ically apologizing to the Russians 
for the Jackson Amendment 
«withholding Most Favored Na- 
tion treatment for Russia while 
it denies passports to those who 
wish to emigrate), and thanking 
the Russians for their “patience.” 
Let us attempt a couple of 
fundamental distinctions, At one 
end of the trade spectrum are 
the instruments of war or of 
torture. Alexandet Solzhenitsyn, 
addressing the AFL-CIO in 1975 
and deploring the activities of 
many American capitalists, made 
ἃ. direct reference to a recent ex~- 
hibit in the Soviet Union of Unit- 
ed States anti-criminel tech- 
mology: an exhibit that so en- 
grossed the Russians, they put 
in orders for the lot, cash on 
the barrelhead. 
The problem, Solzhenitsyn 
pointed out, being that we were 


* selling onr scientific parapher- 


ralla not to the law-abiding for 
use against criminals, but—given 
the constitution of Soviet author- 
ity—to criminals (the people who 
run Russia) for use against those 
who would abide by the law (the 
dissenters, who wish to hmple- 
ment the provisions of the Soviet 
Constitution and the UN Decla- 
ration on Human Rights). It 
was rather like inventing the 
guillotine for the purpose of 
slaughtering cattle, and then 
selling it to Robesplerre in full 
knowledge of the uses to which 
he intended to put it. 

At the other end of the spec- 
trum is, let us say, wheat, Wheat 
is not thought of as grist either 
for Russia's torture mills or for 
its war machine. To be sure, if 
one were persuaded to think of 
wheat as, say. the ecologists think 
of the least effluent, as the nutri- 
tionists think of beef fatteners, 
as the conservationists think of 
the bald eagle, we would be argu- 
ing that wheat was an indispens- 
able and indistingnishable part 
of the whole—of the entire im- 

ic Soviet enterprise; and 
of course it is. No wheat, no 
guns. Still the sorifical leap 
from bread to nuclear missiles

Income Tax in 
New Budget 


To Compensate for 
Rise in Inflation 

TOKYO, Jan 13 fReuters).— 
Japan announced today a 28.51- 
trillion-yen ($97 billion) draft na- 
tional budget for fiscal 1977, in- 
corporating an income tax cut of 
316 billion yen a year. to be off- 
set by selective ineresses in some 
other taxes, including those on 
interest and dividends, Finance 
Ministry officials said. 

They said the tax cut will lower 
revenue by 353 billion yen in the 
fiseal year which starts April 1, 
since it will take effect retro- 
actively from Jan. 1. 

The tax increases should rield 
an extra 397 billion yen in a full 
year but will yield only 166 bil- 
lion fm fiscal 1977, as they will 
Not take immediate effect in all 
cases, the officials said. 

‘The withholding tax on interest 
and dividends will be raised to 
35 from 30 per cent. Stamp duties
